They are ſuch as are called of men Maier, and call men Maſters, 
and have the chieſeſt place inthe Aſſemblies, and ſtand praying in 
the Synagogues, and lay heavy burdens upon the people which ſe- 
ſus Cbrilt cryed wo againſt, and bid bis Diſciples not to beſo; Be 
Je mot called of men Maſter, - one is yow aſter, even Chriſt, and 
Je are all Brethren, ſo we do witneſs jeſus Chriſt our Maſter, and 
om yo de in the ſteps of the Phariſees, and therefore we deny 
them, Mat.

They are at with ſeigned words, and through 
coverouſneſs, made merchandize of us, and do upon the People; 
wido by Oppreſſton maintain themſelves and Wives in pride and idle-

ITbey are ſuch Teachers as ſprinkle Infants, calling it an Ordi- 
nance of-Cheiſt, and baptizing into the Faith, into the Church, 
hen 2s ipture ſaich no ſuch thing, and therefore we de- 
ny den; Barz Maier by one Spirit into one body we own. 
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They are ſuch Teachers as tell people of a Sacrament, for which 
there is not one Scripture, and fo feed the people with their own in- 
ventions, and therefore we deny them, but the Table and Supper 
of che Lord we own, 1 Cor. 40. ' 

They are ſuch Teachers as tell people, that Marbew, Mark, Zake, 
and 7obn, is the Goſpel, which are but the Letter. The Lamb of 
God which takes away the Sins of che world, is glad tydings to poor 
Captives: glad tydings were promiſed before the Letter was written, 
T he ſeedof the Woman ſoall brniſe the Serpents head, and He ſhall be 
a Light unt the Gentiles : the Letter is a Declaration of the Goſpel, 
and many have the Letter, but not Chriſt 3 but we having received 
the Goſpel, know them to be no Miniſters of it, and therefore 
do deny them. Gen. 3.15. Lake 1. 1, 

They are ſuch Miniſters as go to Oxford and Cambridge, and call 
them the Wi ell-· heads of Divinity, and fo deny the Fountain of living 
mercies, and there they ſtudy, and read books, and old Authors, and 
furniſh themſelves with P hiloſophy, and fine words, and other mens 
matter; and when they come again, they ſell it to poor people 3 
when as the Apoſtle ſaith, be was not made a Miniſter by the will of 
man, and that the Goſpel which be preached was not of man, nor had 
he received it from man, neither was be taught it, and denyed all his 

learning which he had got by the will of man at the feet of Gawalel ; 
and, fo finding them in the will of man, preaching by che will of 
man, we cannot but deny them. Gal, 1. ad 

They are ſuch Teachers, that tell people that Hebrew and Greek is 
the Original,when as the Apoſtle ſpake in the Hebrew tongue to the 
Hebrews, who heard him in their own Language, and yet perſecuted 
him; and the Greeks,who bad the Goſpel in their own Tongues, ſaid, 
T he Croſs of Cbriſt was fooliſhneſs ,, theſe who had the Scripture, in 
their own Language were as ignorant of the Life of them, as aur 
natural Prieſts, who ſpend ſo much time in learning a natural kan- 
guage, to find out what choſe meant that ſpoke forth the Scripture; 
who make poor people believe that to know a natursl T is 
means to underſtand the Original; the Word which is the Origi 
was before all Languages were, the Word was in the beginning which. 
Word was made manifeſt in all the Children who Apake 
forth the Scriptures ; holy men of they were moved 
by the holy Ghoſt. Now all where is your *

Pilate had yout original of Hebrew, Greek , and Latine, who cruci-

They are ſach Teachers as have told us, that the Steple- houſe is 
the Temple, when as the Apoſtle ſaid, Tear Bodies are the Temple of 
the Holy Ghoſt; and Srephen was ſtoned to death for witneſſing a- 
gainſt the Temple, who ſaid, God that made the World dwells not in 
T emples made with hands 3 and here finding them in the Generation 
that bold up the Figures, and deny the Subſtance, and to be igno- 
rant of that Spirit that gave forth the Scriptures, we cannot but 
deny them.

They are ſuch Prieſts that take Tythes, the Tenth of mens La- 
bours and Eſtates; and thoſe that will not give them, they fue ar 
Law, and hale before Courts and Seſſions, yea, even-thoſe they 
call their own people, their own Pariſhioners. Levi according to 
the Law received T.ythes, and he had a command to ſet open his

T hey are ſach Prieſts as befide their Tythe of Corn, Hay, Beaſt, 
Sheep, Hens, Pigs, Geeſe, Eggs, Cheries, Plumbs; take ten ſhil- 
lings for preaching a Funerg! Sermon, more or leſs, as they can get 
it, and ten ſhillings for Me death of a man; and Money ont of 
Servants Wages, and Money for Smoke paſſing up the Chimneys, 
and Faſter-reckonings,and Mid ſummer - dues, and Mony for Church- 
ing of Women, and thus by every device get money, (and burthen 
poor people that labour very hard, — ſcarce get ſood and 
Raimeo!,) to maintain them in idlenefs and pride: theſe are they 
that hu ve hearts exerciſed with covetouſneſs, bartheniog the Truth, 
and making the free Goſpel chargeable: if the Apoſtle was here, he 
would be aſhamed of them, and ſo are we, and therefore turn from 
them, and deny them, 2 Fer. 2.3. 

They are ſuch Prieſts as not only take Tythes and Money for ma- 
ny other things of their own hearts, and ſue them at Law for it; but 
they take money of them they do no work for; but only rail againſt 
them, and ſay, They that wait at the Altar, art partakers with the 
Altar, but live of them who are not of ihe Altar, and ſay, The 
Labonrer ts worthy of hus birt; but take Wages of them that have 
not hired them, and if they will not give it them, caſt them into 
Priſon, or take their Goods by Juſtices Warrants; theſe are they 
that Chriſt cryed wo againſt, who lay heavy burthens upon the peo- 
ple, who oppreſs render Conſciences, that own the Everlaſting 
High Prieſt 5 where do they find any of the Minifters of Chtiſt har- 
gaining for ſo much a year? here they abide not in the Doctrine of 
Chrift, bur ate Hirelings, and therefore we deny them. Mat. 23.2. 

They are ſuch Preachers as have told us, They have been 
giſted men, ar d we find in the Seriptures, that the Gift of God 
is free, and not to be bought and ſold for money; sud Pos (aid 
Wiſdeam i not to be purchaſed for Money nor g Sele bur chey will:

They are Baby Merchants that make a trade of the Scriptures, 
and the Saints conditions, which tbe Prophets and Apoſtles ſpoke 
forth freely, without money, and without price, and bad all come 
freely. How many handred thouſand poungs in England is gained 
by che Scripture and humane Authors joyned to it ? Where is there 
a more proficable Trade? Here they make the Scriptures their 
Cloak and colour to get Money by, and ſo make an Idol of it ; and 
if any come to witneſs it fulfilled, as it them that gave it forth, 
they cry out to the Magiſtrates againſt them as Blaſphemers and 
Deceivers : And if they anſwer, He that adminiſters ſpiritual things, 
ought to reap carnals, let im conſider, the Apoſtle wrote not that 
to the World, but to Ho that, they had gathered out of the 
World, to whom the ends of the World. were come; and let them 

ather people out of the World, and then they ſhall not need to 
ain with them for-things of the World; but their trading is 
with the World, and therefore we deny chem.

They are ſuch Teachers as take 8 Text out of the Saints conditi- 
ons, and take a Weeks time to ſtudy what they can raiſe out of it, 
adding to it their own Wiſdom, Inventions, Imaginations, and hea- 
thenii Authors, and then on the firſt day of the week go amongſt 
che people, having an hour glaſs co limit themſelves by, and ſay, 
Hear the Word of the Lord, and for money tell people what they 
bave ſcraped together.

Moved of the Lord, written from the Spirit of the Lord, for 
the cleanſing of the Land of all falſe Teachers, Seducers, and 
Deceivers, and Witches, who beguile the people, and Inchanters, 
and Diviners, and Sorcerers, and Hirelings, and which is for the 
good of all people, that fear the Lord, and own Jeſus Chriſt to 
be their Teacher. 

From them whom the world ſcornfully calls Quakers 3 but 
quaking and trembling we own, elſe we ſhould deny the Scriptures, 
and the holy men of God; but the Scriptures we own, and the 
holy men of God; therefore we deny all them who deny quaking. 

If you ſay, theſe things are frivolous things, which you have 
taught ns, then we have been taught frivolous things all this while; 
but we finde all theſe things frivolous things, wind and air, and 
therefore we deny them. 


All people that read theſe things, never come ye more at the Stee- 
ple-houſe, nor pay your Prieſts more Tythes, till they have an- 
ſwered them; for if ye do, ye uphold them in their Sins, and 
muſt partake of their plagues,
